One letter stated that the men of 
M Company, and in fact tho entire 
battalion haft been scattered about at 
various points to do patrol, or pollee 
duty, such as guarding term inals, pub 
lie buildings, bridges, flocks, and in 
fact, w herever guard duty is neces­ 
sary in ord er to prevent allen enc 
tides from blowing up places of mill 
tary im portance or in other ways ham ­ 
pering the government. 
One soldier stated til ac lie was in 
Brooklyn on guard fluty, and had his 
hours of patrol fixed, and that til all 
probability th*- men would spend tim 
w inter iii the United States. 
'rh© letter* also indicate that the 
Third Battalion might be the only pm 
Hon of the Rainbow Division til at will 
w inter in this country, although tin 
writers 
m erely speculated 
on 
this 
phase of lins matter.
